J. Wallace, a 
Halifax barrisior, praying for the im- 
peachment of Cbiuf Justice YoUNO, of 
Nova Sootia, and that lie may bo i)re- 
veiUed from acting in the trial of any 
cnae with which the nntitioner inny bi^ 
engaged as (>ithfr advocate or party 
while the cliargea in the iinpeachiueni 
are being enquired into. Ttiis is the 
aecond time Mr. Wallace has iriipeach- 

^Sea Chief .Justice Youno, but never so 
seriSuSly as now. There appears, tak- 
ing the most charitable view of the un- 

f^'fortunate matter, to bo a standing feud 
between these two gentlemen. The 
document containing the impi'achment 
ia a formidable paper. The jirincipnl 
^acticlcs in the indictment are snnimar- 

"^iiicd'tlius : — With granting rul w and 
? orders c.^• ;j«r^f contrary to law and ju.s- 

'"■' ticej with inducing counsel engaged 
by Mr. Wallace in England_ to .with- 
draw after being retained J with acting 
for many years towards Mr. Wallace 
in his judicial capacity with injustice 
and malice, and invaribly giving bia.s- 
[ sed and erroneous judgments, knowing 
the same to bo such ; with abusing iho 
discretionary jjowcrs, disregarding all 
precedent; with refusing to gram 
rules in seven cases, all of whicii vs-ero 
afterwards appeali-d to the Privy Coun- 
cil or the Suprcuio Court of Canadii, 
and with one e.xception reversed ; with 
writing to the judges of the Appeal

Ihe Spectacle 'Witnessed, at aWomau's 
Szooution. 

When Mrs. I^Iilloraiui George Smith 
were executed the other day at M''!!- 
lianisport. Pa., for the murder of the 
husband of the former, the former had 
become extremely nervous when told 
that her hour had come, and manifest- 
ed a decided aversion to submitting to 
the impending ordeal. Along tho up- 
per corridor she moaned pitii'ully, and 
frequently called on God to save her. 
Down tho flight of stairs and along the 
cold and dreary path to the .scaffold 
she excited great sympathy by her 
plaintivo cries for mercy. Slio was 
tlro.;noa 111 n lonir black tiowii, thc .som- 
bro appearance of which was relieved 
by a white nectie and two silk bows. 
A" shawl was thrown over her shoulders 
but her head was uncovered. She was 
- supported by two men, and at times 
almost R{\i\k to the ground. As she 
ascended tho steep stejjs to the high 
Bcaflbld and for a moment g.ized on the 
engine of death, she was almost par- 
alyzed with fear. Iler body took a 
sudden backward movement, and she 
uttered a piercing shriek. Her atten- 
dants caught hor with a firmer grasp, 
and by considerable exertion landed 
her on tho scaflbld, where two chairs 
had been placed, one for each criminal 
Smith walked to tho gallows with 
firmnes.s, iirayiug vigorously while on 
the way. The cold was intense, and 
the culprits .shivered like aspens. Owing 
to thc frigid atmosphere the attending 
ministers concluded to have a very 
brief stirvice. .While thus engaged 
Mrs. Miller uttftrrd frequent agonizing 
.cries, calling on Qod piteously to have 
mercy on her soul. When the rope 
was placed about her neck hor face pre- 
sented a ghastly spectacle, and she 
groaned loudly. She experienced u 
choking sensation, and complained 
that the rope was too tight. It was 
knaenedj >ut again ; drawn closer to 
prevent any accident. This annoyed 
her much, and guttural sounds emanat- 
ed from her throat. The climax of 
her misery seemed to liavo been reach- 
ed when the black bag was drawn over 
her face. • She aljuddered and uttered 
^ik ttj that conid be heard for a etjuare.

restrain defenilant from publishing an al- 
leged libellous trade circular under the 

name of the "British Columbia Trades 
Protection .Soeiety" in which the plain- 
t'fT's name :ipp: u od. An inld-'ni injunc- 
tion had been obtained by the plaintiff, 
who now moved for its continuance. The 
"black list" wasproducod and showadpub- 
lication of names with amounts alleged to 
be debts- ranging from 25 cents to §900, 
most of them, however, being for small 
sums, with a statement that it wa;; private 
and eonlidential and would be isKued 
inontlily. 

Aflidavits were filed for the plaintilT to 
the following effect: That tho object of 
tho publication wiis to render the plaintitT 
unworthy of credit and to show that ho 
contracted debt.s without intending to pay 
them. That defendant had placed in the 
list, without any authority from the cred- 
itor, the name of an alleged dobtor wdio 
had nonsuited the creditor and that de- 
fendant when applying to n dobtor 
had ilireatoned in default of pay- 
ment to putilish hiin everywhere. That 
copies of t!ie circular had been sent to 
subscribers iiromiscvously and that any 
one without difiiculty cnuld obtain in- 
.speetion. 

Tho dufeiidiiiit's allidavits denied ho 
had made such threats to tho alleged 
debtorand stated that tho superintendent 
of police had since tho inlerim order ap- 
plied for a circular from which defendant 
inferred a trap had been laid to induce 
hiin into disobedience of tlic order of tho 
court. .:-tsc.us. 

Fiu- the pl.iintiff it was conteiuled: 

1. That the circular taken in connection 
with the aiirr.iunding circumstances was 
libellous. 

2. That the so-called society was not a 
bona Jiile society for the protection of 
traders, but was for defendant's benefit 
and used by him as a means of intimida- 
tion in his business as a debt collector. 

■1. That since tho Iiidicaturo Act the 
court would interfere by injunction to re- 
strain such publications. 

The defendant contended that the paper 
per fe was not libellous and that no one 
on simple inspoclion could toll what it 
meant. That for ought that appeared tho 
persons immod wore creditors and not 
debtors. 

2. Tli.it till, coinniunications were priv- 
ileged. 

;!. That no injunction could be issued 
until till) trial of the debtor. 

The Chief .lustice said that in hia 
opinion tho facts showed that tho publi- 
cation was clearly a libel; that its circula- 
tion was not used for tho purooso of in- 
forming sub.scribers as to tho standing of 
traders; that its object was chiefly to un- 
able the defendant to use it as an instru- 
ment of torture for the collection of debts. 
The object of the association stated in 
writing tliat debts wero to bo collected by 
tho dofendaiit for subscribers by moans of 
threats of publication. No doubt trades 
societies properly conducted werobenefic- 
cial and would bo protected. Hero the 
defendant w.is tho only officer and appar- 
ently any person could inspect tho circu- 
lar on payment to the defendant of one 
dollar. Had the defendant conlinod him- 
self to answering the enquiries of sub- 
scribers when made instead of circulating 
a "black list" amongst them promiscously 
there might an be excuse. Tho difficulty 
His Lordship had was whether ho could 
issue an injunction restraining what might 
be regarded as a crime. Here, however, 
the pioceeding.s wero brought civilly and 
ho was inclined to think that having ref- 
erence to tho clauses in tho Judicature 
Act and Thorley'a case and Thomas r. 
Williams, in Law Reports, 14 Chancei^ 
Division, ho had the power in such a case 
as this to issue an injunction, and if ho 
had the power it was his duty to do so. 
It was not to be forgotten that the defend- 
ant was entitled to tho verdict of a jury 
as to Avhetlier the publication was libel- 
lous and all His Lordship could direct 
would bo the continuance of the injunc- 
tio1i until hearing and judgment and ho 
would HO order unless Jlr. Drake would 
undertake for his client to discontinue tlio 
publication until the final judgment of tho 
coAirt. 

Mr. Drako having given the under- 
taking. His Lordship made no further 
order on tho motion other than giving 
plaintifi" leave to emend by claiming dam- 
ages and directing tho costs to bo costs in 
tho cau.>?e.

Malls-BarkorviUo to Forks QuosnoUo. 

To THK EDiToit. — In travelling 
through thedilFeient mining camps be- 
tween Barkervilio and Forks of Quos- 
nolle dno is struck with the indomila- 

blo energy of the people of the neigh- 
borhood in mining matters as conlra.-iL- 
ed with tho lack of it (not to call it by 
a worse name) in postal matter.s. Q'o 
state the case briefly: Thero are from 
seventy to one hundred white men 
and between four hundred and live 
hundred Chinese now between the 
points above-named who li.ivc no post- 
office nearer than Barkervilio. It is 
true that the indefatigable expressman, 
Mr. Fred. Litter, is punctual and ener- 
getic in attending to tho vvants of tho 
people; but just think of how those 
same people are taxed in order to liavc 
communication with the outside world. 
An instance or two will suilice. Every 
man who takes a newspaper ji.ays him 
one dollar per month for its carriage 
between Barkerville and any of the min- 
ing camps to Kcithloy Creek, nnd for 
every letter twenty-five cents each way 
(fifty cents per letter), so that each jm- 
per cost,? the recipient twelve dollars 
per year in addition to postage; and 
whan letters nnd papers are carried to 
Forks of QucsnoUe double those rates 
are charged. The.se are facts which 
any one may find out for himself an 
the wonder is how the people in tli 
section have tamely submitted to sn 
a slate of things so long. 

A mail service was in existence n 
few years ago; and v. liy it was discon- 
tinued perhaps the postal authorities 
can explain. In tho matter of letters 
and papers it is quite safe to say that 
for every paper and letter now taken 
ten would be taken if the district was 
on the same postal footing with othcn- 
portions of the Dominion. 

Should the hardships complained of 
not soon be remedied it will incumbent 
on the member that is to fill tho va- 
cant scat in the Commons of Canada 
to have the matter thoroughly investi- 
gated.

Tho Champion Oarsman's Trouble 
vrLth hts Baokors. y 

I'eii.i lUe Nov Yurk Dally New*. 

iSeitiiig circles arc e.Kcited over tin 
break up bi.'twoen Edward Uanlan and 
his l)aekers,aii(l his trainer, Hawthorne. 
\t llie time llanlan first visited En;^- 
hind, the follow iiig [mt hiin in a way of 
ninking a reputation: David Ward, of 
Toronto, Ont.; Col. A. D. Sluiw, U. S. 
consul at Manchester, and one or two 
otiiei- frii'iids, wiio did all aquatic 
liusiiic.ss for him, provided his boats 
and trainer.s, .'iiid relieved him of all 
responsibility.' These men, no doulji, 
profited to .soino extent by their con- 
nection «'it}i Hanlan, in knowing just 
what ho was capable of doing, and bet- 
ting tlioir money nccoi'ditigly; 

After a time they pooled their money 
with "ivit" liarrass, at jSTowcastlo, on 
tho occasion of Ilanlan's first visit to 
hhigland; and there wero some heart- 
burnings when it was found that "Kit," 
acting as betting agent for the Canadi- 
an, had shown favoritism by not 
placing tho money he held for cer- 
tain of llanhin's followers. After this 
the Hanlan party bceauio suspicious of 
one another. Davis was really the 
brains of tho party for a long period, 
nnd wJien Ward lost that gentleman's 
support ar.d advice he was deprived of 
his Ijower. .Since then there has been 
some friction in the Hanlan party, and 
it finally resulted in Ward and- the 
trainer, Hawthorne, deserting the 
champion in England. 

The Canadian press has lately twitt 
ed Hanlan for his conduct in allowing 
the dispute to arise with Ward. The 
strictures printed have nettled the 
champion, and in writing from tho Fox 
and Ilounils hotel, Putney, he says: 

",Siu,— I read in your papers vosterday 
nioniiiig an article from tho Toronto Mail 
in wt.ich several sentences are written in 
a peculiar style and evidently compiled 
by fiomo person who knows as mucli about 
Ivlr. ' Ward's capabilities as Mr. Ward 
knows about training, riggingaboat orrow- 
ing one. I have rowed thirty-four races 
with tho good fortune to prove successful 
in thirty-two, and, in the wdiole of theao 
races 1 trained myself according to niy 
own ideas. With the exception 
of winning money on my matches 
Mr. Ward's brains have not made any par- 
ticular mark that I am aware of, for liis 
knowledge of matters connected with beat- 
pulling is extremely superficial and his 
advice hitherto, like his absence now, 
has been 'conspicuous by its absence.' 
"Faithfully yours, 

"Edwakd Hanlan." 

The champion's reficcUons on David 
Ward are declared to Ue unkind and 
ungenerous. Whatever the little coterie 
who followed Hanlan nioy hiive been 
guilty of they cannot bo justly charged 
with lack of brains, or not knowing 
how best to utilize them for 
Ilanlan's and their own mutual 
benefit. It is probable that the cost 
of Ilanlan's English trip has been so 
heavy that tho margin left him from 
his winnings has not been equal to ex- 
pectation, and possibly ho though his 
followers were reaping a harvest on 
wagers, while ho was getting a com- 
paratively small return fj-om winnings. 
Color is given this presumption by the 
fact that Uanlan cabled to Mr. Good 
of the Toronto lUail, who held a large 
number of bets on Hanlan'.s last race, 
requesting him to deduct five per cent, 
from all winnings and hold it for his 
(Hanlan's) benelit. 

It was a very unwi.se thing for Han 
Ian to do, and he has lost many friends 
by it ; but this last blow against David 
Ward will damage him still more, and 
it is n question what kind of a recep- 
tion he will receive when he gets back 
to Canada. AVhilc the quarrel is un. 
fortunate^ for. tbpso interested, it may 
prove of publiq-benefit .by^lotting day- 
light in to tljc darkness with which some 
transactions of tho Hanlan party have 
been surrounded. 



Tub Truth newspaper of Now York 
has published a five-column interview 
with Mr. A. P. Hinman, a New York 
lawyer, who claims to have in his pes 
session an overwhelming amount of 
evidence to prove that Vico-President- 
elect Chester Allan Arthur was born in 
tno Dominion of Canada, and ia conse- 
quently ineligible for inauguration in 
j\Iarch next. Mr. Arthur himself 
claims to have been born in the village 
of Fairfield, Franklin county, Yerniont, 
while Mr. Hinman insists that he first 
saw the light at Stanbridge, in tlie [irov 
ince of Quebec, and he has spared 
neither tiiiiii nor expense to ])rove his 
assertions, having made several jour 
neys to Vermont and portipiia of Que- 
bec to collect ■evidence'.iii substantiation 
of his claims.
